human element Christ, when presenting Him the 
ideal according which the children are model their 
lives. The period the holy childhood Jesus will 
lend itself readily the development this factor, 
and devotion the Holy Child will prove effective 
means for the attainment the ideals Christian 
childhood.

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His ineffable condescension Jesus wished pass 


through the various stages childhood, carefully con- 
cealing His infinite greatness and omnipotence, that 
men might not fear Him, but rather drawn Him 
love and confidence. Children, above all, are at- 
tracted the charms and the grace Christ’s infancy 
and childhood hence, the teacher will find this emo- 
tional appeal powerful psychological factor for suc- 
cessfully teaching devotion the Child Jesus. 

The reason for emphasizing the period childhood 
rather than the period infancy, this: during the 
holy Christmas season many teachers dwell almost 
exclusively the birth the Savior with all its 
attending circumstances, such the Song the 
Angels, the Visit the Shepherds, the Adoration 
the Magi, etc., and fail point out the children the 
significance the Savior’s holy childhood for their 
own individual lives. The years spent Egypt and 
Nazareth furnish material for the teaching impor- 
tant lessons religion and morality; lessons which 
appeal the children because exemplified Ideal 
which they love and value, and which they consider 
attainable. profitable and successful method for the 
teaching devotion the Holy Child, the working 
out unit “The Childhood Jesus.” The follow- 
ing unit may prove aid the teachers the ele- 
mentary grades. Not all the material intended for 
each grade just here given; but can readily 
adapted the primary, intermediate, upper grades.

Joseph also went from Galilee, out the city Nazareth into 
Judea, the city David, which called Bethlehem: because 
was the house and family David, enrolled with Mary 
his espoused wife. And came pass that when they were there, 
she brought forth her first-born Son, and wrapped Him 
swaddling clothes, and laid Him manger; because there was 
room for them the inn. And there were the same country 
shepherds watching and keeping the night watches over their 
flocks. And behold angel the Lord stood them, and the 
brightness God shone round about them, and they feared with 
great fear. And the angel said them: Fear not; for behold 
bring you good tidings great joy that shall all the people; 
for, this day born you Savior, Who Christ the Lord, 
the city David. And this shall sign unto you: You shall 
find the Infant wrapped swaddling clothes and laid manger. 
And suddenly there was with the angel multitude the heavenly 
army, praising God and saying: Glory God the highest; and 
earth peace men good will. And came pass after the 
angel departed from them into heaven, the shepherds said one 
another: Let over Bethlehem, and let see this Word 
that come pass, which the Lord hath showed us. And 
they came with haste; and they found Mary and Joseph, and the 
Iniant lying manger. 
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“And after eight days were accomplished, that the Child should 
circumcised, His name was called JESUS. 

“And after the days her purification, according the law 
Moses, were accomplished, they (Mary and Joseph) carried 
Him Jerusalem present Him the Lord. And behold there 
was man Jerusalem named Simeon, and this man was just 
and devout, waiting for the consolation Israel; and the Holy 
Ghost was him. And came the Spirit into the temple. 
And when His parents brought the Child Jesus, took Him 
into his arms, and blessed God and said: Now Thou dost dismiss 
Thy servant, Lord, according Thy word, peace; because 
eyes have seen Thy salvation, which Thou hast prepared be- 
fore the face all peoples: light the revelation the Gentiles, 
and the glory Thy people Israel. And His father and mother 
were wondering those things which were spoken concerning 
Him. And Simeon blessed them, and said Mary, His Mother: 
Behold this Child set for the fall and for the resurrection 
many Israel, and for sign that shall contradicted; and 
thy own soul sword shall pierce, that out many hearts 
thoughts may revealed. 

“And after they had performed all things according the law 
the Lord, they returned into Galilee, their city Nazareth. 
And the Child grew, and waxed strong, full wisdom; and the 
grace God was Him. 

“And His parents went every year Jerusalem the solemn 
day the Pasch. And when was twelve years old, they going 
into Jerusalem, according the custom the feast, and having 
fulfilled the days, when they returned, the Child Jesus remained 
Jerusalem; and His parents knew not. And thinking that 
was the company, they came day’s journey and sought Him 
among their kinsfolk and acquaintances. And not finding Him, 
they returned into Jerusalem seeking Him. And came pass 
that after three days they found Him the temple, sitting the 
midst the doctors, hearing them and asking them questions. 
And all that heard Him were astonished His wisdom and His 
answers. And seeing Him, they wondered. And His Mother said 
Him: Son, why hast Thou done us? Behold Thy father 
and have sought Thee sorrowing. And said them: How 
that you sought Me? Did you not know that must about 
Father’s business? And they understood not the word that 
spoke unto them. And went down with them, and came 
Nazareth, and was subject them. And Jesus advanced 
wisdom, and age, and grace with God and men.” 


The Life Exile Egypt 


mentioned the foregoing, one the factors 
the economy redemption was the influence 
divine example. The Redeemer wished our model 
every circumstance life. the children advance 
years, they develop their own philosophy life, 
and the process this development they must in- 
evitably become convinced that adversity plays prom- 
inent part the life each individual. Just sun- 
shine and shadow alternate the physical life about 
us, joy and sorrow succeed each other the life 
man. The life the child not uninterrupted 
period sunshine. Shadows occasionally flit across his 
path, and needs courage and strength not falter 
his onward march. 

Christ, with His perfect understanding human 
nature, foresaw the possible difficulties that would 
arise the life each one His creatures; conse- 
quently wished face various situations that 
would trying His sacred human nature, that 
might teach His creatures how conduct them- 
selves similar situations. Perhaps one the most 
trying experiences the life Christ was His exile 
Egypt. St. Matthew records this circumstance the 
following words, which the angel the Lord spoke 
St. Joseph when Herod sought take the life the 
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Child: “Take the Child and His Mother and fly into 
Egypt and there until tell thee” (ii. 13). 

This particular phase the life Christ may 
studied and applied the life the child under the 
following 

Jesus fled into Egypt order escape from the 
persecutions Herod, who sought destroy His life. 
doing so, taught fly from temptations and 
from the occasions sin, which threaten destroy 
the life the soul. 

Jesus left His home and country, and went into 
strange land, merit for the grace severing 
even the closest ties kindred and friendship, the 
will God demands it. (This circumstance will readily 
lend itself the discussion religious 

Jesus apparently did nothing great wonderful 
during this period His nevertheless, His holy 
and virtuous conduct, and His uninterrupted prayer, 
sowed the seed that was one day produce the 
most wonderful fruits sanctity. His sojourn Egypt 
drew down the blessing heaven the countless 
saints who future years dwelt the land thus sanc- 
tified their Redeemer. We, too, can patient labor 
and life prayer and sacrifice, much for the 
salvation souls. 

Jesus was grateful for the hospitality offered Him 
the people Egypt, and rewarded their kindness 
making their country the home the earliest 
monks the Church. Even the smallest actions which 
perform for the love the Savior are abundantly 
rewarded. also should grateful for any hospital- 
ity offered our fellow men. 

Jesus remained Egypt until His Heavenly 
Father ordered Him return His own country. 
accepted the command leave with the same equa- 
nimity and resignation, which had marked His flight 
into exile. must learn accept the sorrows and 
joys life with the same spirit resignation and 
submission. 

Jesus returned home only after the death 
Herod who had sought take His life. cannot 
hope have Jesus dwell our hearts unless have 
banished therefrom His enemies. 


The Home Life Nazareth 

After His return from Egypt, Jesus spent the remain- 
ing years His childhood the little town Naza- 
reth, which situated the center Galilee. His 
home was humble little cottage, nestling among the 
hills. Here spent His days quiet retirement, 
constant labor, and prayerful union with His 
Heavenly Father. appearance was not distin- 
guishable from other nevertheless, His extra- 
ordinary virtues revealed beautiful and privileged 
soul. 

Jesus did not tire His humble, hidden home life. 
loved dearly, and wished set example 
children all future ages that they might love and 
practice the virtues intimately bound with Chris- 
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tian home life. Many our children today scarcely 
know the happiness and joys truly Christian home, 
because parents fail make their habitation home 
the real sense the word. These children, therefore, 
find life home tiresome and unpleasant, and long for 
change. the other hand, may that children 
find the restraint well-ordered home too irksome, 
and desire greater freedom, more pleasure, and less 
work. careful study the lessons taught Jesus 
while dwelt Nazareth, will help make our 
children not only contented, but even delighted with 
home life, provided, course, that conditions the 
home are conducive this end. 

Holy Scripture sums the whole period Christ’s 
childhood these few words: “And went down 
with them (His parents) and came Nazareth and 
was subject them” (Luke ii. 51). Commenting 
these Mother Loyola Jesus Nazareth, 
book admirably adapted the tastes, the needs, and 
the comprehension the average child, writes thus: 

“While Joseph was plying his trade, Mary had the Child ali 
herself. sat her feet she spun, stood she did 
the kneading, the baking, the washing the little house. When 
she dropped anything, was quick pick up. noticed 
what she wanted before she knew herself, and ran fetch it; 
and soon was able, helped the household work. 
Neighbors would stand their doors watch the young Mother 
and her beautiful Boy they went together the fountain. They 
were all all each other, was plain, and His manner towards 
her, reverent, tender, was delightful see. 

“How happy were Mary and Joseph, when, sitting down their 
simple meal, they had the little Jesus between them; when, 
morning and evening, they knelt beside Him, knowing that 
Whose prayer went with theirs was Himself the God Whom 
they prayed. See them how reverent they are, how still, how 
attentive. Was there ever scene earth more beautiful than 
morning and night prayers Nazareth. 

“On Sabbath evenings they walked together through the flowery 
fields the grassy slopes Nazareth, drinking every word, 
the Child spoke them, the God Who had made all these 
things for our use and enjoyment, Who loved the world 
give His only Son save it. 

“As Jesus grew older, swept the house, washed the dishes, 
ground the corn, and last went with Joseph the workshop 
learn such rough carpentry His foster father could teach 
Him. work was too lowly, too commonplace for Him Who 
made all things out nothing. Mary and Joseph never tired 
watching Him and admiring the care with which all was done 
and finished; not once twice, when the work was interesting 
new Him, but day after day, year after year, when was 
dull and tiresome.” 

This little narrative, taken from Mother Loyola, 
who knew well how speak the hearts the 
little ones, will undoubtedly encourage the children 
imitate the Child Jesus: 

His love and devotedness His parents. 

His love for the hidden life. 

His spirit diligence and helpfulness. 

His fidelity daily prayer. 

His perfect submission and obedience. 

His spirit innocence, gentleness, kindness, 
and charity. 


The Observance the Jewish Law 


The account St. Luke that “when Jesus 
was twelve years old, accompanied His parents 
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Jerusalem for the Feast the Pasch,” assures 
the Savior’s strict observance the Jewish Law. 
Although Scripture does not mention that the Child 
accompanied His parents when they went cele- 
brate the other feasts, nevertheless, may take for 
granted that did so. 

“Did you not know that must about

The spirit independence, the lack rever- 
ence for all that sacred, the want respect for 
authority, the undue desire for pleasure all these 
tend destroy the hearts our children that spirit 
simple faith and trusting confidence which should 
characterize youth. 

Devotion the Holy Child, properly directed and 
fostered, will help bring back into the lives the 
children this childlike faith and trust God. will 
lead them closer and more intimate union with 
Christ earth, and consequently fuller and more 
complete union with Him heaven. make this de- 
votion vital factor the process moral training, 
must not separated from the devotion the Holy 
Eucharist. The child must convinced that Jesus 
Nazareth, that the Child the Temple, none other 
than the Son God Who dwells upon our altars. True 
devotion the Child Jesus will, therefore, manifest 
express itself great love for the Holy Sacrifice 
the Mass, the devout reception Holy Communion, 
and frequent and fervent visits the Blessed 
Sacrament.

Holy Communion: “Suffer little children come 
unto Me, and forbid them not.” our day frequent 
Communion, the Christian teacher can much 
satisfy the desire the Divine Master have the 
little ones His flock come Him, encouraging 
them receive often and devoutly possible. 
Intimate union with Christ one the aims 
achieved the practice devotion the Holy Child. 
What could greater value, what means more 
effectual than the frequent reception Holy Com- 
munion for the attainment this result? What food 
and drink are for the natural life the body, the Holy 
Eucharist for the supernatural life the soul. Chil- 
dren who frequently and worthily receive this Sacra- 
ment, are generally characterized their joy coun- 
tenance, their modest behavior, their diligent applica- 
tion duty, their kindness and unselfishness toward 
their companions, and sincere respect for author- 
ity. Evidently this Sacrament one the most effi- 
cacious means attain the ideals Christian child- 
hood. 

Visits the Blessed Sacrament: The religious 
and moral life every Catholic stimulated greater 
fervor the abiding Presence Christ the Taber- 
nacle. Children should taught visit the Holy 
Child His Sacramental Home whenever they have 
opportunity so.

Why Teachers Fail 


Russell Butsch, Ph.D. 


Editor’s Note. Do teachers fail? Many of them in public-school systems 
go from place to place on one-year contracts. Large school systems tend to 
keep teachers rather than “‘fire’’ them unless there is some provocative 
cause not connected immediately with their teaching. This is a very inter- 
esting study of an important problem in school administration. There should 
be a more definite policy of diminution in all schools of teachers who may 
and actually do injure the mental health and retard the intellectual devel- 
opment of students. The opportunities in religious orders for reassignment 
offers the way for a human handling of the problem. We recommend these 
summaries of study as of very great value to the teacher herself and to 
everyone charged with duties of educational administration and educational 
supervision. 


any complete study the traits and character- 
istics teachers which are necessary success, 
reasons for teacher failure. many cases, course, 
these will found the exact opposites the 
desirable traits discovered other types investiga- 
tions. The studies this field which are here reported 
have been carried each case collecting infor- 
mation concerning the causes assigned for the failure 
teachers who have actually been dismissed, either 
during the year the end the school term. Some 
the studies designate that the teachers were forced 
leave during the period their contracts. These 
cases are, course, the more serious, and indicate more 
pronounced failures. Other studies not indicate 
whether dismissal during the school year, failure 
reélected involved each case. However, the 
causes assigned for either type failure are important 
throwing light upon the question desirable and 
undesirable teacher characteristics. 

The first study this type was reported Moses 
1914. This included data 205 high-school 
teachers, school systems, who had failed. The 
following tabulation indicates the frequency with 
which particular cause was mentioned, the rank 
each cause important, well the percentage

Madsen maintained that most the reasons listed 
here are due traceable lack intelligence. The 
teachers involved were below the average intelligence 
the normal school group, that their failure might 
have been predicted from their intelligence-test scores. 

The latest study this type which has appeared 
that James (3) which was published 1930. College 
freshmen, teachers, and principals were asked indi- 
cate the actual causes failure the case teachers 
who failed reélected. One hundred and eighteen 
cases were collected. All reasons which applied any 
degree any particular case were included.

Conclusions 


The first impression which one gains from exami- 
nation these studies that there almost un- 
limited variety the teacher traits which seem desir- 
able undesirable various individuals and groups. 
There is, however, certain amount agreement and 
certain general trends are observable. Among elemen- 
tary pupils appears that personal appearance 
teachers was considered much more importance 
1896 than 1930. This probably does not mean that 
teacher 1930 needs pay less attention personal 
appearance. more likely interpretation that all 
most teachers the present time are more concerned 
about this item than the earlier period that 
did not stand out the pupils’ minds contrast. The 
major character trait the importance which there 
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was agreement the two periods that kindness. 
Pupils both periods evidently appreciate also good 
teaching, and especially such items extra help. Even 
among high-school pupils apparent that kindness, 
fairness, patience, friendliness, and similar traits made 
considerable impression. Among the older student 
groups there somewhat more recognition factors 
connected more directly with teaching, such teach- 
ing skill and discipline. several the studies 
opinions college students personal appearance still 
rates rather high. 

Among professional educators and other adults con- 
nected with the schools such factors scholarship and 
education, discipline, teaching skill, pupil achievement, 
etc., are given the most emphasis. The study Char- 
ters and Waples indicates that the degree importance 
particular trait will vary with the type teacher 
under consideration. rating blanks actual 
technique teaching seems favored character 
istic, although character traits, education and scholar- 
ship, personality, and teaching results also appear with 
considerable frequency. comparison these various 
types studies indicates that the conditions under 
which they are carried has some cases influenced 
the results. request for description the best 
teacher brings forth one type response; request 
for list desirable traits brings out another; and 
the instruction rank list traits presented the 
subjects will often result third type evaluation. 

The data teacher failure seems have resulted 
somewhat closer agreement than was the case the 
other types studies. seven out nine investiga- 
tions this character, failure discipline was men- 
tioned more frequently than any other trait. Weakness 
personality, poor instruction, lack scholarship and 
preparation, lack interest work, and laziness also 
rank very high among the causes dismissal 
teachers. 

One fact stands out very clearly this last type 
study that probably true but not quite evident 
the others; namely, that difficult designate 
any one trait being greatest importance, because 
all practically all those mentioned are important 
and necessary. Every reason mentioned any these 
studies failure undoubtedly was sufficient impor- 
tance result the dismissal the teacher. For ex- 
ample, the mere fact that immorality appears rather 
infrequently most the lists does not all signify 
that not all-important factor. All that im- 
plied that most teachers meet the criterion moral- 
ity satisfactorily and therefore only few are dis- 
charged because such character deficiency. similar 
statement may made for practically all the items 
the lists. Their importance not any sense indi- 
cated the frequency mention, since all are 
essential. 

For the same reason the attempt sometimes made 
give weight each item rating scale and thereby 
obtain mathematical expression the merit the 
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teacher liable error. trait which given only 
small weighting the scale may supreme im- 
portance the case particular teacher who lacks 
it. The major contribution studies the nature 
those reviewed this series articles that they 
bring into the focus attention the teacher and 
those who are concerned with the administration 
teachers, the traits and characteristics which impress 
themselves most definitely certain groups indi- 
viduals closely connected with the schools. teacher 
prospective teacher who lacks those the head 
the lists may earlier recognized failure. But 
every trait listed has seemed important some indi- 
vidual, and teacher should satisfied with himself 
who cannot measure all most these char- 
acteristics.

The second rule for effectively teaching ideas 
social life is: Provide vivid personal experiences; that 
is, such deal with real things, real situations, and 
real people. excursion the florists, trip park 
bird store, acting the story the Mississippi’s ex- 
ploration, the construction sandpan models 
irrigation system, illustrate this second process 
which teacher can “put across” the meanings ideas. 
The necessity using “real” experience has been 
stressed all educational reformers since the time 
John Locke Dewey says that experi- 
encing needed for all sense qualities sounds, tastes, 
colors, equally required for all emotional and 
moral qualities. The meanings honesty, sympathy, 
hatred, fear, must grasped having them presented

The School Project 


The socialization the geography class means the 
development the “we” feeling, and growth capac- 
ity act together. ought mean also the socializa- 
tion the entire school. Whether the school consists 
two fifty rooms the spirit and work improved 
friendly relations are brought about between them. 
Many the activities which the geography class 
takes interest appeal all classes. Every child 
every grade will then feel that has responsibility 
his school and definite opportunity some- 
thing for it. 

Some years ago the superintendent schools St. 
Cloud, Minnesota, discovered that the boys his 
schools were killing birds with slingshots. campaign 
for the collection all the death-dealing weapons was 
inaugurated accompanied regular lectures the 
boys for their wickedness. Needless say, this pro- 
cedure proved ineffectual. Happily the idea starting 
bird-house campaign was planned, and put into effect 
the manual-training instructor. 

The plan was this: Each boy each school should 
make many homes the birds would accept, and 
then look after the welfare those birds that had 
accepted his hospitality. was only matter few 
weeks until bird houses became the chief topic con- 
versation among the boys St. Cloud, and any boy 
who dared injure bird, did his own 

There question that this project socialized 
entire school system. These boys different ages, 
classes, and schools, were unconsciously united 
bond sympathy for bird life. instinct was reached 
here which oftentimes seems well-nigh extinct the 
adolescent boy. The observance Arbor Day, Garden 
Week, visit the park, the zoo the museum, 
and all projects geographic nature ought engage 
the entire student body, and bring about social results 
that will lasting and worth while.

What value has this type recitation the geog- 
raphy class for the formation right attitudes? First 
all, this method aids the development the social 
attitude giving social motive the pupils’ work. 
Preparation for recitation “The Relationships be- 
tween the Principal Industries Minnesota and their 
Natural Environment” will produce very different 
feeling among the pupils carried members 
their group, instead teacher who has other 
function but test and judge. The value this 
natural-audience situation will invaluable here 
gathering and organizing material under each the 
great industries farming, lumbering, mining, manu- 
facturing, and transportation. likewise permits 
teacher-personality that can manifest genuine interest 
and sympathy for the child’s thoughts and activities 
which situation the autocratic type can offer. 

Secondly, the social recitation its very conditions 
develops attitudes loyalty and Each 
child challenged his part. neglects his 
assigned task “Minnesota’s Transportation,” the 
work the whole group hampered. The spirit 
group loyalty well the fear group criticism will 
make the pupil realize that not mere question 
his own mark the teacher’s record book, but 
question the success the group.

The same true regard one’s community and 
one’s country. 

Thirdly, the socialized recitation gives oppor- 
tunity for the training leadership and initiative, 
the teacher’s sharing her responsibility with selected 
pupil leaders. Such activities making the outline for 
the above problem “Minnesota’s Industries,” the 
assignment work committees, leading the dis-

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cussions, the giving summaries, are experiences 
which offer valuable training leadership and initia- 
tive for every student. 

Lastly, the socialized recitation gives natural op- 
portunity for training responsibility and courtesy. 
Instead the pupils passively listening their 
teacher and then trying give the answer her question 
calls for, they assume the responsibility for the ques- 
tioning well the answering. One child points out 
another’s error, second asks explanation for 
term did not understand, third corrects the speaker 
for his faulty position, and on. Children graciously 
take corrections from their peers who are often less 
diplomatic than the teacher. “Thank you” their 
corrector said with real courtesy. Then follow de- 
bates from the floor, real exchange ideas, and the 
making systematic plans for tomorrow’s recitation. 
Each pupil the group recognizes his responsibility 
the group for his share the recitation. There should 
chance for merely looking on. The pupil and his 
fellows are here learning the principle social ad- 
justment.

The Correction Themes 
Sister Florence, S.S.J. 


Editor’s Note. This paper contains a number of interesting comments and 
points of view about which there is, by no means, general agreement. 
They are submitted as a basis of discussion. There is one idea in the paper 
that we have often heard expressed, but do not quite understand. It is the 
assumption that students should receive lower grades in September and 
improve as the year wears on, presumably to show what a good teacher 
they have. But why! 


almost axiomatic that amount theme 
writing will benefit the beginning student his 
themes are corrected poorly prepared 
illogical teacher. The correction themes heavy 
task and carries with much responsibility. is, 
nevertheless, task which few teachers bring suffi- 
cient preparation. Little, any, stress laid upon 
theme correcting the 
courses English. seem strangely inclined the 
premise that this very important work can safely 
undertaken with little preparation. who 
would correct themes must strange compound 
sternness and kindliness. Criticism, worth while, 
must constructive and sympathetic; must also 
just and nearly uniform possible. The teacher 
himself must well trained the general minimum 
essentials good writing, and must familiar with 
the methods marking used his department that 
the merely mechanical labor the correction may 
reduced the lowest possible point. 
that splendid contribution the literature the 
classroom, Two Views Education, Dr. Lane Cooper 


lays down essentials the corrector themes, the 
right sort personality, the proper professional train- 
ing, and alert vitality. Merely way elaborating 
Dr. Cooper’s standards, would add fourth; namely, 
some literary ability. This is, believe, absolutely 
essential. Mechanical errors should (how devoutly one 
wishes that they would!) disappear large factor 
correction after the second year high school. Flexi- 
bility expression, beauty idea, and surprisingly 
mature outlook, often startle the themes some 
gifted students. Such gifts need cultivation, particularly 
our Catholic schools. Only fostering the ability 
our pupils can hope for the production that 
literary output greatly needed among the Catholics 
our day. When that valiant little band Catholic 
laymen who have done much and such necessary 
work the field Catholic literature through the 
pages the Commonweal and similar agencies, has 
gone the way all mankind, who will carry the 
work, the budding abilities the children today 
are not fostered and increased? The graduate schools 
our best universities, both religious and secular, are 
coming see the need literary ability the teacher 
English, and they are yearly making more and 
more nearly impossible for students who have little, 
any, literary ability carry their major studies 
the department English. 
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The Teacher’s Preparation 

Another condition which admit, 
that many quarters there has been vicious but 
persistent idea, that anyone could teach English. Spe- 
cial preparation has been considered necessary for the 
teacher science, art, mathematics; but 
any mature—or for that matter immature adult 
available for teaching and not professionally equipped 
for any other department has been thought sufficiently 
equipped for the department English; and the 
marks the system are many our children. 

The pupil whose themes are corrected has some 
rights which are fundamental his progress. The 
painstaking, capable, even brilliant pupil has right 
much, not more, time than his shiftless in- 
capable neighbor frequently gets less. too much 
work assigned teacher, becomes impossible 
for him give the individual pupil the time and 
attention which entitled. Every pupil has 
right deep and sympathetic understanding, but 
the overburdened teacher has neither time nor vitality 
for such understanding. 

Dr. Cooper’s criteria for the preparation teacher 
English, includes: knowledge Latin and Greek 
least the great Greek literature translation 
not the original; bachelor’s degree with least 
one year special work poetry; knowledge 
Old and Middle English poetry and prose; and gen- 
eral acquaintance with the whole field prose litera- 
ture outline least, from Cicero and Quintillian 
the present time. 


Language Speech and Writing 

The biusage nature the pupil’s vocabulary must 
well understood the teacher who hopes correct 
themes successfully. insist that pupil use his 
theme the language his ordinary speech invite 
disaster insist that always speak has been 
taught write court derision. Nor may the teach- 
forget, even for one moment, that correctness 
relative term, that criteria fluctuate, and that even 
the most stabilized forms there are levels correctness. 

Too much the training Old and Middle English 
purely speculative. The training itself necessary 
part the preparation teacher English, but 
useless the student not made feel that 
any knowledge may acquire these fields becomes 
significant the exact proportion which linked 
present conditions, and emphasizes the fact that 
the general principles life have changed very little 
during the centuries. 

Taking into consideration the amount prepara- 
tion needed and the labor involved, one not surprised

prime consideration the teacher who charged 
with the conduct English classes are the questions: 
How many and how long themes shall demand 
pupils? What shall the nature these themes? 

regards the frequency themes, the general 
tendency seems toward the short weekly theme 
with longer and more formal term themes. must 
teach our pupils write correctly and cannot 
question how much how little they write, but 
how well they write. Roger Hatch writing “Stand- 
ards Measurement English Composition” (Eng- 
lish Journal sets the standard length 150 
words for the ninth-grade pupil, 200 for the tenth, and 
250 for the eleventh and twelfth. this connection 
suggests that pupils submitting themes above the 
standard length, say 500 words penalized in- 
dividual errors only one half the amount usually 
tion the increase words used. also cautions the 
teacher against demanding themes any great length 
from students the first two years high school. 

Educators are generally agreed that pupils are 
given theme assignments which really interest them, 
subjects about which they really wish express 
themselves, they will more rapidly and more persist- 
ently overcome grammatical and other obstacles, and 
stimulated the endeavor. Our students actually 
have ideas, which our task bring out, assign- 
ing theme topics which interest them, allowing 
them choose topics. 

The wise teacher restricts the subject matter all 
themes field with which (the teacher) thor- 
oughly conversant, and which himself finds some 
interest, but which, the same time, does not lie be- 
yond the capabilities his pupils. 


Standards for Grading 


cannot too strongly emphasized that the grades 
given themes should indicate habits thought, in- 
dividuality, and general intelligence rather than mere 
faulty technique. Only too frequently find teachers 
who think grades entirely terms single theme, 
and thereby lose one the strongest weapons their 
disposal for getting good work from their pupils. 

The experienced teacher rarely gives mark above 
“C” during the first month the school year, but 
always careful explain that grade terms the 
pupil’s most characteristic fault that the pupil will 
not confused with multitude faults. 
particular, care must taken the pupil who nor- 
mally belongs the “A” group. His mark must 
explained terms his own characteristic fault. The 
object the low September mark obvious, also 
the advantage both the teacher and the pupil, 
possible upward downward trend the grades, 
mark improvement retrogression. The final grade 
should not necessity average all the grades. 
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should explained the class that the final grade 
the indication individual effort and resultant im- 
provement. Such system will not only encourage 
good students constant effort, but will stimulate 
the poor student the attainment least the min- 
imum essentials. 

Vocabulary, apt phrasing, and imaginative qualities 
cannot demanded high-school students, and little 
allowance for them should made grading. The 
basic grade should made the minimum essen- 
tials, which are more less mechanical their na- 
ture. The final grade should not vary more than 
per cent above below the grade actually determined 
mechanical corrections. This small percentage, 
but large can made and still remain 
true the fundamental purpose teaching English. 
very noticeable also that theme which free 
from petty errors almost always good matter and 
thought content. 

Perhaps will not out place here speak 
the so-called frequency curve, well known all stu- 
dents methods teaching. The ideal frequency 
curve applied class 100 shows excellent, 
superior, medium, inferior, and failures. 
Hatch (ibid.), himself member the College En- 
trance Examination Board, gives figures show that 
out every 100 students who submit themselves 
the Board for examination, fail, excellent, 
are average, and the remainder are above average. 
Admitting that such situation indictment 
high-school training, he, nevertheless, maintains the 
value the curve. Most educational authorities ad- 
vise the teacher examine his marks the light 
the frequency curve and re-mark adjust 
finds them too divergent. They are equally insistent 
their warnings against slavish attitude toward the 
curve. 

The young teacher must bear mind that judgment 
fluctuates and that long and intensive period 
theme correction will show wide divergence 
grades. must therefore set some standards for 
himself and strive maintain mental balance which 
will stress those points evenly. 


Reading Themes 


The teacher may well read the entire theme through 
for the continuity thought before marking any spe- 
cific errors. This takes more time, but gives fairer 
view the composition whole. The title must 
tested for appropriateness and suggestion. The form 
and aim the composition must considered their 
relation each other. The clarity idea and the 
consequent clearness expression, the freedom from 
digression and repetition, must closely watched 
the early themes. Errors grammar, spelling, mis- 
statement fact should never allowed persist. 
time need spent here concerning the actual 
appearance the themes the actual final markings, 
since these standards are generally well understood, 
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and vary different school systems. Relative theme 
form, the interested reader will well consult 
Thomas’s book, The Teaching English, for very 
fine set rules for themes. 

The penalty for misspelled words should vary with 
the word and its frequency use. All possible liberal- 
ity should allowed the matter punctuation, 
but the penalty for the misuse the apostrophe 
the omission period the end sentence should 
high. Persistent errors should receive increasing 
penalties. The comma blunder and the use detached 
phrases may perhaps allowed the finished artist, 
who seldom uses them, but they are out place 
the work high-school pupil. Themes written 
third- fourth-year students should always failed 
they contain run-on sentences the comma blunder. 
The teacher must also remember that there are 
definite rules for the paragraph outside dialogue, 
and that the real paragraph tests are unity and 
coherence. 


Uniformity Among Teachers 


The question standards among teachers the 
same school very important and apparently not 
much understood. Local schemes can worked out, 
but the general and more proved ones are usually 
preferable and make easier for all the teachers 
the same system reach greater degree uniform- 
ity. The teachers must have frequent conferences 
order keep the spirit and form correction uni- 
form. The occasional grading given theme all 
the teachers and comparison the results will also 
help insure uniformity. 

Finally, rewriting one the most important 
phases this very important subject. What real value 
can found the most careful correction the pupil 
not made eliminate his errors? Double penalties 
should inflicted for failure correct mistakes when 
rewriting. Student papers should frequently read 

The grading themes task, but need not be- 
come drudgery. Properly approached and conducted, 
may become source real pleasure the teacher 
and means great encouragement both teacher 
and pupils, and means solving many the stu- 
dent’s perplexities.

DUCATION being sort illumination, 
would seem that modification Ruskin’s title 
might not inappropriate for paper the 
subject. may perhaps said that every theory 
education good far goes. They seldom far 
enough however. Not that valuable contributions have 
not been made. the contrary, certain factors are 
overemphasized and generally the expense other 
equally important “lamps.” 

The Lamp Utility the name give voca- 
tional, professional, practical training. teaches the 
student not much how (as the other six 
“cultural” lamps) but rather how make living. 
That integral and essential part pupil’s prep- 
aration for life sane person would deny. Most 
us, however, quarrel with the current pragmatic policy 
confining education this phase the ground that 
while prepares man for his eight hours work per 
day, neglects his eight hours leisure. assume 
that man sleeps approximately eight hours. Not only 
that, but doesn’t provide adequate equipment for 
man’s eight hours work. During working hours 
man still citizen, husband, father, voter, 
neighbor, church member and all these capa- 
cities man has need principles and ideals which 
are important part liberal education. 

the Lamp Health mean that part the 
educational program which includes physical training 
its widest sense. Mens sana corpore sano was the 
ancient manner expressing its importance. Indeed 
there little wisdom being erudite invalid 
there being illiterate athlete dumb acro- 
bat. Purely mental education would suffice man were 
angel, but Montaigne has it: “It not soul 
body that educate, but man.” Exercise, sport, 
and play have therefore legitimate place the cur- 
true that all work and play makes 
Jack dull boy. Neural tone and muscular 
tion, graceful carriage, cleanliness, and good grooming 
are all necessary for complete culture. Nor has this de- 
partment development been neglected our insti- 
tutions learning. Gymnasiums and stadiums are 
quite conspicuous the American campus. Indeed 
overorganization and overemphasis are the rule. Col- 
legiate sporting contests-have entered the field big 
business and questionable whether vicarious exer- 
cise fruitful personal participation games.

HERE friend mine whom sometimes 
articles have written. respect his judg- 
ment, and want him advise the 
thought. But frequently irritates neglecting 
the ideas, and instead pouncing upon misplaced ad- 
verb, inverted phrase, omitted preposition. 
All that side writing doubt important. 
should rather correct these details than incorrect. 
But there such thing overemphasis the 
mechanics writing. The conveyance thought the 
main purpose all literature. man can stylist 
not that pretend —and yet guilty mis- 
takes that would make teacher freshman English 
squirm. fact, too great care regard these pro- 
fessorial rules may kill style. Maybe that why few 
professors English write well. another illustra- 
tion that those who can, do, while those who can’t, 
teach. 

Cardinal Newman case point. “Newman was 
great writes Professor Joseph Reilly 
Hunter College his book, Newman Man Let- 
ters. And Dr. Reilly was merely reéchoing what has 
been said since Newman charmed his Oxford audience, 
more than years ago. But Newman was not stylist 
because always kept the rules classroom rhetori- 
cians. When Reilly goes tell that “not single 
page wrote failed perfect its kind” 
(page 283), “every clause and phrase has its proper 
place; there jostling, duty one forced upon 
the others,” simply saying what isn’t so. 

you examine carefully any work Newman you 
will find numerous examples that would merit censure 
class freshman English. The instructor would 
take delight pointing them out. far from every 
page being perfect, would nearer the truth 
say that every page would reveal some corrections 
red submitted now theme. 


Lapses English 

going show this just one short little work 
Newman’s, his Devotions for the Stations the 
Cross. These devotions are favorite mine. don’t 
know any “Stations” that can compare with them. 
They are packed with thought, and with emotion. 
certainly very hardened very frivolous Chris- 
tian who can read them without being moved. 
piece effective writing these Stations deserve place 
with best. But they have their lapses from 
perfection. And mistakes here are the more remark- 
able, because Newman read these devotions aloud 
public. They were read least twice, because Newman 


himself tells that they were originally used about 
1860, and again 1885. Probably each the two 
Lents mentions, read them several times. Such 
reading aloud great help noticing rhetorical 
mistakes. fact, rhetoricians advise budding writers 
read their effusions aloud their own rooms for the 
sake just this help. Newman had been particu- 
larly careful about what the freshman-English instruc- 
tors emphasize much, surely would have cor- 
rected some the obvious mistakes. Yet nearly 
every Station have some curious slip. 

the first Station, for instance, there the awk- 
ward expression, “these was that were.” The mean- 
ing perfectly clear. Newman saying that his sins 
were Christ’s death warrant. But the change from 
plural singular, and then back again plural, 
certainly somewhat disconcerting. And few lines 
further have two subjects with singular verb: 
“That willingness and delight heart was the 
consent which Pilate gave.” This is, perhaps, de- 
fensible. But the very next sentence, where 
speaks his hardness heart, disgust, despair, New- 
man uses the plural. 

And Dr. Reilly had considered this sentence from 
the Second Station, acknowledge that sins 
was that struck Thee the would have 
called perfect Two “thats” such close proximity, 
and plural antecedent, “my sins,” for the singular 
“it,” seems somewhat less than perfect, even 
though may not grammatically wrong. 

And the Third Station find example 
something that very frequent Newman, mis- 
placed pronoun. “His agony the Garden itself,” 
writes, “was sufficient exhaust Him.” course, 
does not mean “the Garden itself,’ but rather “His 
agony itself.” There similar mistake the next 
Station, statement that would theologically wrong 
were gramatically correct. Newman writes: 
“Christ had been made sin for us, Who knew 
Evidently, Christ, not we, Who knew sin! And 
just show how really common this particular error 
Newman, here sentence from the Fifth Sta- 
tion: Simon Cyrene “takes the part assigned him 
with joy.” The part was not assigned him with joy, 
but grudgingly, because Christ was too weak carry 
the cross without some assistance. But may assume 
that Simon did joyfully accept the part. 

The Seventh Station furnishes variation. 
mistake the sequence tenses. How could Newman’s 
ear have passed time and again the sentence: know 
well that without Thy grace, Lord, not 
stand.” The sense evidently demands “knew.” less 
obvious defect the same sort the Ninth Station. 
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“Before gained the very spot where was 
crucified, again fell, and again dragged 
and goaded onwards.” 

And while hardly grammatical error, the last 
sentence the Thirteenth Station has always puzzled 
me. is: “Yet, Blessed Mary, thou art happier 
hour woe than the marriage feast, for then 
was leaving thee, and now the future Risen 
Savior, will separated from thee more.” What 
did Newman really mean say? For what does 
obviously untrue, since Christ was sep- 
arated from His Mother after His Ascension. And the 
eparation between the Ascension and Mary’s death 
was considerably longer, can believe tradition, 
the separation between the marriage feast Cana 
and the crucifixion. 

have said that examples Newman’s grammatical 
mistakes are legion. You can find them anywhere. But 
while have chosen merely the Stations the Cross, 
let quote these other illustrations for notice 
The Dublin Review, January, 1928, 148: 

gets shuffled out place such sentences 
as: only thought the mercy myself.’ Nouns 
multitude get muddled their numbers: ‘He finds 
the population munificent pious, and doing 
greater work out their poverty.’ famous and 
feeling passage Protestants and the confessional, 
says: ‘How many souls are there distress, anxiety, 
loneliness, whose one need find being whom 
they can pour out their feelings unheard the world! 
They want tell them; they wish tell them one 
who strong enough hear them, yet not too strong 
despise them.’ doubt the last sentence meant, 
‘Yet not strong despise them.’

Yet this was not carelessness Newman’s part. 
wrote very carefully, and corrected and recorrected. 
Dr. Reilly notes, “He writes the Grammar Assent 
‘more times than can count,’ and again tells 
that this true most the books has published. 
This stylistic conscience was late growth; fact, 
find him ‘seldom writing without eye 
style.’ almost pathetic when, 37, while slaving 
away his book Justification wrote his sister, 
write, write again; write third time the 
course six months. literally fill the papers with 
corrections, that another person could not read it. 
then write out fair for the printer. put by; 
take up; begin correct again; will not do. 
Alterations multiply; pages are rewritten, little lines 
sneak and crawl about. The whole page disfig- 
ured; write again; cannot count how many times 
this process (p. 281). 

But from the results, think may say that what 
Newman was striving for was more and more perfect 
expression his thought, rather than mechanically 
perfect sentences. wanted get over his ideas 
through means the printed word. And this was 
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past master. the delicate nuances thought, 
the building atmosphere, the psychological sug- 
gestions that make Newman stylist. Apparently 
did not care whether “only” was out place not, 
provided there was danger the reader mistaking 
his ideas. Newman was busied about more important 
things. had chosen the better part. And perhaps, 
had worried about technical rules style, would 
have missed the one thing necessary thought. 

And the lesson for us, too, seems me, that 
thought the main thing. One should know certain 
rules about adverbs and prepositions and what not, 
and should pay reasonable attention them. But too 
much care likely spoil the transfer thought. 
There saying that easy writing makes hard reading. 
But hard writing may also make hard reading. And the 
man who very meticulous about his freshman rules 
English may very easily lose all the charm that 
comes from apparent spontaneity. may produce 
something technically correct, but something which 
nobody wants read. 

Perhaps there another lesson what have said 
about Newman’s style. Catholics are rather prone 
form mutual-admiration society. And are likely 
carry over from one field another. Because New- 
man was great Catholic apologist, and because 
was, the sense have indicated, great stylist, 
want make him out above all criticism. be- 
comes majesté (or sainteté) breathe the 
least suspicion imperfection. Such uncritical enthu- 
siasm likely overreach itself. The pupils sense 
lack balance. The teacher who frankly faces New- 
man’s defects, taking the wiser course inspire 
well-founded admiration for the great Oxford convert.

The essen- 
tial problems confronting now are: used most 
effectively and intelligently the spiritual formation 
childhood and youth? Can used more effec- 
tively and more intelligently together with other ob- 
vious aids the spiritual formation childhood and 
youth?

Decoration must catch the eye; must hold the eye 
and interest the brain. plain piece paper has 
forceful power hold the eye interest observer. 
The same piece paper with simple square drawn 
upon has slightly increased holding power. Three 
squares drawn upon some sort related plan 
would give the paper even greater attraction the eye. 

Whenever make change the surface piece 
paper that makes that paper more attractive the 
eye, enrich it. might said have made 
more interesting. Helping children appreciate this 
enrichment and showing how obtain will far 
toward increasing their power produce decoration.

Animal forms for design purposes 
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Can Old-Type Tests Improved? 


William Miller 


Editor’s Note. We welcome this “good word” for the old type of examina- 
tion. It seems clear that the substitution of 50 minutely specified questions 
does not accomplish the same purpose as the asking of a single general 
question. We are not speaking in comparable terms. These methods might, 
at times, supplement each other. Our opinion of the true-false tests was given 
editorially in August. On the other hand, we do not believe, with the author 
of this article, that “‘give some reasons for the commercial importance of 
Chicago” is any less definite than “give three reasons for Chicago’s com- 
mercial importance.’”’ The latter question will bring forth three reasons 
previously formulated by teacher or textbook, and the former opens the 
possibility of the student’s own formulation of one, two, three, four, or five 
reasons. 


general impression one gets from perusing 
the literature devoted “new-type” tests that 


the so-called old-type form examination 
full defects fit only for the educational scrap 
heap. All sorts claims are made for the “new-type” 
tests, the chief virtue attributed them being their 
“objectivity.” 

Elene Michel, book called Teaching Values 
New Type History Tests, says: “When instructors 
realize that objective examinations bring comprehen- 
siveness, reliability, and validity the measurement 
achievement, improved methods instruction will 
result.” The assumption seems that, since objec- 
tive tests admit large number responses 
short time, they are very comprehensive; that, since 
these tests eliminate the personal equation their 
marking, they are very reliable; and that, since they 
allow for the testing facts without the difficulty 
language interpretation, they are very valid. 

Now all these claims may true about new-type 
objective tests, and there still may not any reason for 
abandoning the old-type examination question. For, 
the first place, feel that there one form ability 
which not adequately tested the finely divided 
new-type examination. This the power organize 
material any field knowledge into connected 
whole making logical and accurate statement 
response single comprehensive question. 

With regard this power put together organ- 
ized story any subject, there are some curious mis- 
conceptions. The first that the value such piece 
work depends the number facts enumerated, 
rather than the causal relations shown the order 
which the facts are stated. illustrate this miscon- 
ception, quote from the book previously mentioned 

“Brinkley’s study the Horace Mann High School 
New York City compared the comprehensiveness 
the two types examinations. Twelve minutes was 
allowed for true-false test fifty items the Fed- 
eral Constitution. Two weeks later the same class was 
given 15-minute essay test which each pupil was 
select one the following topics: 

The compromises the Constitution. 
How bill becomes law. 


“TIT. How federal nation was formed from con- 
federation states. 

analysis information items the responses 
showed the following results: 

“For the true-false test, the average number items 
responded was 49; for the essay test, the average 
was 12, while the smallest number given was and the 
largest number was 22.” 

The trouble this experiment was that conditions 
were different. Small wonder that there were 
responses when helping ideas were presented. With- 
out the assistance these ideas, course the num- 
ber facts remembered was smaller. How could 
otherwise? But maintain that well-selected 
ideas any one these topics, arranged into well- 
organized paragraph, shows better grasp the sub- 
ject than the assisted recall, unorganized responses. 

The second misconception that the old-type exami- 
nation question necessity vague and inexact. 
the topics mentioned, find one: the Compromises 
the Constitution. This broad topic, and answer 
fully would require large number facts and 
strong power organization. But often possible 
divide such topic into several questions, thereby 
securing more definiteness, more comprehensiveness, 
and more what sometimes called validity. the 
same time each topic may large enough allow for 
the display some power organization and con- 
nected thought. examples such division 
topics, take the following: 

What compromise was made between the large 
states and the small states? 

What compromise was made between the white 
population and the black population apportioning 
representation and taxation? 

What compromise was made about the slave trade 
and the regulation commerce? 

This leads the conclusion that, instead con- 
demning the old-type essay form examination 
absolutely, should recognize its inherent value, and 
devote our thought the problem: How can im- 
proved Quite evidently the greatest improvement must 
come the form and content the questions. They 
must comprehensive enough demand some con- 
centrated, organized thought their answers. They 
must, the same time, simple enough avoid the 
necessity extreme length the response. 

the form examination questions, the greatest 
care ought exercised make them clear, concise, 
and exact their demands. this respect can 
often improve the objectivity essay questions. The 
commonest need this matter make questions 
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more definite. one example, let take this ques- 
tion: Give some reasons for the commercial importance 
the city Chicago. The word indefinite. 
How much better the question would phrased 
follows: Give three reasons for Chicago’s commercial 
importance. Similarly, may improve the form and 
content many examination questions, and thus ob- 
viate many the objections made them. 

Another way which essay-type tests may im- 
proved giving more attention the technique 
marking answers. the questions are made more exact 
and definite, better standards marking can 
evolved. This will far overcome the criticism 
the excessive effect the personal equation the 
marks, The question should reflect the teach- 
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ing. the facts taught have been definite and exact, 
reasonable expect that question can framed 
that will demand the same exact and definite facts 
its answer. this way greater objectivity attained. 

recognize the great value and convenience the 
new-type, objective test for the measurement 
achievement fact knowledge. But should regret 
see the essay form examination response aban- 
doned, because gives the best measure the pupil’s 
ability reason and organize his knowledge. 
recognize the defects the old-type test question 
sometimes given; but hope that some constructive 
attention will given teachers the possibility 
improving these old-type tests eliminate 
their evils while retaining their virtues.

ENERALLY speaking, soon children are 
able read for themselves, certain books 
fairy tales are put into their hands, and the 
little ones derive much pleasure from the reading. 
should reluctant deprive them these joys 
their awakening imagination and yet, unless these sto- 
ries are accompanied some judicious comments 
the part older and wiser persons, they may give very 
false views life and incorrect principles that will 
perhaps linger for long time the minds our 
young people. may objected that this taking 
these little works fiction too seriously, more than 
the children themselves. But not referring 
the extraordinary, superhuman incidents related, which 
perhaps are hardly more extravagant than some ad- 
ventures the books for older readers. thinking 
the conclusion these fairy tales, not exactly the 
“happy ending,” which all rather like, however un- 
true life, but that “happy ending” which invariably 
means worldly prosperity, earthly happiness the 
person charming prince princess, with riches and 
honors that enable them “live happily ever after.” 
these days, perhaps always, when our young people 
are inclined magnify the advantages wealth and 
position, and limit their ideas success and happi- 
ness this present world, seems little regrettable 
that they should imbibe these ideas from their earliest 
reading, and then have laboriously educated out 
them. 
course, even the most rigid critics these stories 
would not far condemn them altogether. 
They seem almost necessary part everyone’s edu- 


cation, and the allusions them many our best 
literary works are frequent that should lose much 
pleasure and perhaps miss the meaning many 
passages such books, had never heard Cin- 
derella and her glass slipper, Jack and his 
the Sleeping Beauty, the other celebrities fairy- 
land. would merely suggest that add such 
stories practical hint that many virtuous young girls 
daily work faithfully and amiably Cin- 
derella without having fairy godmother who sees 
that they get their reward this world and are 
drawn from their poverty and obscurity rich and 
devoted Prince Charming. may remark that the 
reward virtue indeed certain, but may come 
only future life, where, however, will both 
satisfactory and enduring. 


Angel Stories 


Some Catholic writers have suggested that stories 
for children substitute Angels for fairies; and 
Father Faber, Hugh Benson, and others, have written 
some pleasing stories this kind. But they are not 
wholly satisfactory, since they seem lower our con- 
ception the nature and office Guardian Angels. 
After reading such examples their supernatural 
power and their benevolent interference the ordinary 
affairs human beings, child might easily led 
consider his Guardian Angel sort fairy god- 
mother ever watching over his temporal welfare, ready 
rescue him from unpleasant accidents, and save him 
from the consequences his own imprudence. 

have all seen pretty pictures careless children 
playing the edge precipice and saved from 
disastrous fall the loving care his Guardian 
Angel. the artist represents thoughtless child 
amusing himself among alluring flowers while heav- 
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enly spirit protects him from the attacks insidi- 
ous serpent hidden among the flowers. Older persons 
will, course, see the allegorical meaning such pic- 
tures, and pronounce them beautiful and instructive. 
But small children are likely take them quite liter- 
ally, and then expect their Guardian Angels shield 
them from all the ills life, even automobile acci- 
dent caused their own carelessness. 

true that many authentic stories are told the 
remarkable protection afforded Angels amid earthly 
troubles, read the Old and the New Testa- 
ment, such the story Tobias and the Angel 
Raphael, and the deliverance St. Peter from prison 
through the ministration Angel. But these in- 
stances miraculous aid furnished heavenly spirits 
are comparatively rare, and occurred only for impor- 
tant reasons affecting the glory God the spiritual 
good man. Hence, while inspiring our little ones with 
devotion their Guardian Angels, let careful 
explain the true nature and office these heavenly 
spirits, who are chiefly interested our souls and their 
eternal salvation. 


Misleading Stories 

Far more serious are the errors that arise from cer- 
tain well-meant but misleading works fiction dealing 
with the life our Divine Savior. author runs great 
risks who draws his own imagination for facts not 
mentioned the simple but supremely beautiful story 
told the Gospels. During the Christmas season, our 
Catholic magazines and books for children often con- 
tain stories relating the childhood Christ. first 
reading, they seem very lovely and edifying, but the 
miraculous incidents related leave the impression that 
the Child Jesus was constantly using His divine power 
save Himself, His Holy Mother, and St. Joseph from 
the human inconveniences fatigue and labor, hunger 
and thirst. 

one such story published recently, the flight into 
Egypt described detail with the trials the Holy 
Family their journey through dry and desolate 
region. Weary and thirsty, they are unable find 
water. The Blessed Mother lays the Divine Child down 
the sand, and, His tiny hand touches it, behold! 
fountain clear, cool water springs up, enabling her 
and St. Joseph quench their thirst and happy. Any 
intelligent child would naturally ask, Why didn’t the 
little Jesus prevent that painful journey using 
sooner His divine power? Before leaving Bethlehem, 
might have shaken His small finger King Herod 
and the royal tyrant would have fallen lifeless from 
his throne; thus the massacre the Holy Innocents 
would have been prevented and all necessity for the 
flight into Egypt. But the infinitely wise designs 
God are not worked out this convenient way. 

little further the same story, when the Holy 
Family settled Nazareth, they find themselves one 
day poor that food lacking for the evening meal. 
The boy Jesus, now ten eleven years old, smiles con- 
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fidently, goes window, stretches out His hands, and 
lo! they are filled with bread and luscious grapes. 
the needs the Holy Family were thus easily supplied, 
how much less sympathy and admiration would 
feel for Their life poverty and labor Nazareth. 

Reading such stories, could almost led into 
the skeptical spirit the infidel Mark Twain, who 
commented mockingly the incidents that im- 
agined have happened the workshop Joseph, the 
carpenter. Think how convenient must have been, 
wrote cynically, helped one’s work and 
have all one’s blunders corrected young Person 
with divine powers. For example, one day Joseph 
would find, after sawing his wood, that the board was 
too short; then Jesus would touch and would be- 
come just the right length. another occasion, the 
plank would too long too wide for the required 
use; the divine finger would applied, and the plank 
would shrink the correct dimensions. feel indig- 
nant such familiar and irreverent treatment 
holy theme, yet our fiction writers and painters may 
give equally wrong impressions. 

The sojourn Egypt seems favorite subject 
with artists. are all familiar with the well-known 
picture that represents the Holy Family resting under 
palm tree, while little Angel perched among its 
branches bends down and obligingly hands some ripe 
dates St. Joseph and the Child Jesus. Another pic- 
ture, pretty work art, represents the three holy 
Travelers the river Nile, quite unconcerned about 
the means navigation, some heavenly spirits have 
relieved them all such work and worry. St. Joseph 
comfortably sleeping the stern the boat, the 
Holy Mother also asleep, resting her head against 
the shoulder the divine Son, Who standing serenely 
unoccupied while some lovely Angels, holding silken 
cords attached the prow the fairylike boat, draw 
over the peaceful waves the river Nile. All very 
pretty, but true facts, find them recorded 
the Sacred Scriptures? And such pictures and 
stories inspire with greater love and reverence for 
the sacred humanity our Savior, Who was pleased 
teach word and example how bear human 
sufferings and labors? 


Teach the Truth 


Older persons may correct false impressions derived 
from such fanciful pictures and stories their better 
knowledge; but must careful teach our young 
people that the only authentic stories our Lord’s 
life and actions are the Gospels, and that nowhere 
the sacred records find Him working miracles 
for trivial reasons, save Himself from such human 
ills fatigue and labor, hunger and thirst. Satan was 
foolish enough suggest Christ relieve His 
hunger turning stones into bread, but the Savior 
rejected his suggestion with scorn. Neither find 
Him working miracle appease His terrible thirst 
the cross. During His public life, worked in- 
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numerable miracles relieve the miseries others, 
but “bore our infirmities” Himself. The earthly-minded 
Jews, like the tempter after the days’ fast, be- 
lieved such self-sacrifice God impossible, convinced 
that Christ possessed divine power, would cer- 
tainly use save Himself from suffering and insult 
and come down from the cross. course know 
could have done so, but would then have had the 
same claim “draw all hearts Himself” Those who 
ignorantly thoughtlessly believe that our Savior’s 
divinity absorbed His humanity that had only 
the appearance human body and really suffered 
nothing, commit the grave error Eutyches, strong- 
condemned the Church the fifth century. 
Though the little fictions and paintings have men- 
tioned may not lead deplorable heresy, yet they 
tend lessen the love and gratitude owe our 
Divine Lord for His life very real poverty, labor, 
and suffering; and owe Him give correct 
ideas His life and personality the young persons 
whom instruct. Some years ago, school that 
admitted other children than Catholics, one our Sis- 
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ters, who had related her pupils the story Calvary, 
was startled the question little Jewish boy, “If 
Jesus was God, why didn’t come down from the 
was not the mocking cry his ancestors 
nineteen centuries ago, but merely the natural expres- 
sion child’s wonder that Anyone Who possessed all 
power should not use save Himself from suffering 
and death. 

the idea Divine Being voluntarily embracing 
poverty, labor, and suffering, instead riches, ease, 
and pleasure, was scandal the Jews and folly 
the Gentiles,” and still difficult even for Chris- 
tians learn that sublime lesson, how can expect 
children absorb the principle without much careful 
instruction? Let then endeavor, from the teaching 
and example our Savior recorded the Gospel, 
make our young people see the beauty self-sacri- 
fice, and that only thus can their lives have “happy 
ending,” not this life perhaps, any more than did the 
Savior’s, but the life eternal, where they will dis- 
cover that they are really princes, children royal 
Father, and heirs His Kingdom.

PRIMARY WORK BASED LIFE 
Grace Naumann 


Editor’s Note. This article is here reprinted from the Baltimore Bulletin 
of Education. It contains many suggestions for methods of basing the 
work of a primary grade upon actual experiences of the children. Note 
how the children were led to imitate these projects. Thus the children 
knew them to be their own and not the teacher’s. 


new class brings with new pleasures, new responsibil- 
ities, and new interests and, even though should seem de- 
sirable, the teacher would probably find impossible ap- 
proach her new task develop any unit work exactly 
the same way which had been done previously. Her im- 
mediate problems the beginning each year are: first, 
What are the interests these children?; and second, How 
can stimulate these interests and use them the best 
advantage? 

When school opened last September the interests our 
new first grade seemed unusually varied that they were given 
many free work periods, lead them express themselves. 
The experiences the summer vacation suggested the mak- 
ing mountain and seashore pictures and everyday experi- 
ences were often evidence, but for over four weeks

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common interest manifested itself the new class. One day, 
however, little boy drew very original farm picture and 
told story about which the children keenly enjoyed. The 
next day there were several farm pictures and the end 
week kindergarten-trained child made the request for 
which the teacher had been hoping, “Will you take 
farm?” 

The class trip McDonogh farm, made glorious au- 
tumn day, yielded rich returns. The children were delighted 
with the brilliant foliage and for many weeks afterward they 
experienced real joy collecting beautiful leaves and fall 
fruits from the trees their own neighborhood. The farm 
was its best. First saw the animals and how were 
housed. Some the children had never been close 
horses, colts, goats, pigs, cows, and calves they were that 
day. few were fortunate enough given short horse- 
back rides. The milk house and the farm implements were 
sources interest also. Then turned our attention the 
vegetables and saw something how they grow and are 
stored for winter use. 

talk class about what had seen and learned followed 
farm stories and poems brought from the childrens sug- 
gestions for building miniature farm and making farm 
books, pictures, and stories. The farm unit thus initiated ran 
for two months. stimulated worth-while class conversation 
about each the animals seen the farm, why the farmer 
keeps these animals, how they live, what they eat, and how 
they are cared for. building our farm first found which 
buildings would necessary and why. was finally decided 
that should have several barns for the cows, stable for 
the horses, pig pen, shed for farm implements, milk 
house, and two silos. 

The children collected vegetables and made and played 
games based how vegetables grow. Riddles about the vege- 
tables provided rich language experiences and were greatly en- 
joyed skill developed among the boys and girls. The farmer’s 
preparation for winter was also discussed, why stores food 
and what himself does during the winter proving 
great interest. Story units about the animals developed 
class furnished excellent reading material. Our library grew 
bulky with farm books and the room was filled with paintings 
Billy and Virginia, two imaginary children who had visited 
farm. These paintings were later made into book and 
attractive story was written about them. The book was, how- 
ever, purely piece creative work and not reading unit, 
although later the year the children enjoyed reading parts 
it. The miniature farm was very real the class and re- 
sulted vigorous dramatic play. The cows made many trips 
and from the pasture, the horses were led water, the 
farm hands were kept busy the fields, and the little farm 
was alive for weeks with hay wagons, trucks, harrows, plows, 
and milk wagons. 

After Christmas were again without any dominating 
interest social studies. This time series free work 
periods given elicit interests brought pictures houses 
and methods transportation. After talking things over 
class, decided that city life now interested and accord- 
ingly the construction toy city was planned. Strange 
was, there seemed first keen interest banks and 
jails but when the city was completed the classroom 
floor these institutions had been forgotten, the most out- 
standing now being hospital, fire-engine house, and Mon- 
tebello School with church, grocery store, drug store, 
police station, movie, busy railroad terminal and several 
houses round out real city. There were also trains, de- 
livery trucks, street cars, police patrol wagon, fire engines, 
boats, airplanes, and even experiences 
modern children. 

The resulting paintings were again made into book out 
which grew attractive story Billy and Virginia 
home city. The stories supplemented the pictures tell 
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how they are helped the postman, the policeman, 
the fireman, the storekeeper, and the carpenter, and how 
the two children turn help them. Much the class 
time was given study these helpers great city. 
went see house under construction, talked the 
workmen, and found them interested answer questions 
asked the children. During visit fire-engine house 
learned interesting things about the duties the firemen 
and from conversation with park policeman who greeted 
walk Clifton Park the children saw something 
his service the community. 

Valentine Day lent itself well our work. The problem 
how send valentines class without disclosing the 
identity the sender was solved through toy post office 
built Patty Hill blocks. Here the little mail clerks sorted 
class mail according table numbers and cancelled the 
stamps and, when the eventful day arrived, mailmen delivered 
the valentines. This bit dramatic play required writing 
address the mail, arithmetic buy and sell stamps, and read- 
ing deliver valentines correctly. 

How Keep Safe City developed into one our best 
and most practical topics. practiced safety our walks 
the community and classroom activities. The safety play 
devised the pupils themselves completed the study 
city. small fireman, postman, policeman, carpenter, shoe- 
maker, milkman, baker, storekeeper, and farmer, recited 
poems and the class sang appropriate songs. 

Three scenes were worked out: 

Scene Lost Children 

Two children who were lost but knew their names and 
addresses taken home policeman.

ceilings desirable for reducing reverberation. The best 
ceiling seems smooth, well-finished hard plaster 
hydrated-lime plaster. 

Opinion varies considerably concerning the best material 
used for schoolroom walls. certain that walls plas- 
tered with hydrated lime absorb the sound rather than trans- 
mit it, and that three-coat lime work is, many respects, 
superior walls hard gypsum plaster. Advocates the last- 
mentioned material highly praise its sanitary and dust-resist- 
ing qualities. 

the lighting schoolroom important, the walls and 
ceiling which form the reflecting and diffusing surfaces for 
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the equalization the light, are also importance. The 
standards correct wall coloring schoolrooms are based 
primarily upon fatigue which may experienced teachers 
and pupils through overillumination and glare, and the lack 
illumination unfavorable days. addition this 
hygienic standard, there esthetic standard based the 
principles color harmony. There are comparatively few de- 
sirable schoolroom colors but there are many varieties 
shades each color that many combinations can made 
which are both hygienically and esthetically satisfactory. 

The schoolroom ceiling should kept light, but never white 
chalky. never touched the rays the sun, except 
reflection from polished surface. Consequently, the 
majority cases will receive diffused light only. tint 
white, such cream, which will aid the downward diffusion 
light, therefore most desirable. 

For all-round purposes, light buff dark cream, 
even light gray-green seem the desirable colors for 
schoolroom walls. important selecting wall colors that 
the reflection coefficient not less than per cent and 
should, possible, approach per cent. The factor light 
reflection for the ceilings should not less than per cent. 

For the finish schoolroom walls and ceilings, flat paint, 
either the eggshell absolute mat type, will prove the 
most satisfactory the long run. Next this type paint, 
the ordinary, old-fashioned lead, lead and zinc paint, stip- 
pled prevent glare, will give the best hygienic and econom- 
ical results. properly applied flat paint made durable 
materials should washable and should give satisfactory 
service for four five years longer. Water-color tints can 
obtained great variety pleasing shades and can ap- 
plied less cost than oil paint. the whole, they are not 
desirable, sanitary, economical. 


Blackboards 


Blackboards are invariably placed the front and right- 
hand walls classrooms. They are often omitted from the 
rear wall. 

There are least five widely used types blackboard: 
first, the natural-slate blackboard; second, the wood-pulp 
wood-panel blackboard; third, the asbestos-composition board; 
fourth, the glass board, and fifth, the steel board. Each 
these types has been materially improved recent years and 
their advocates point out special advantages. The steel, glass, 
and other artificial boards may given any color which the 
school authorities prefer. There have been strong advocates 
the brown and green boards, and some argument has been 
made for blue boards. 

Recent studies have caused the National Council School- 
house Construction advocate that each classroom ele- 
mentary schools provide average running feet 
blackboards not more than inches width. The recom- 
mended height the chalk trough above the floor 
from inches the first and second grades, from 
inches the third and fourth grades, from 
inches the fifth and sixth grades, and from inches 
the seventh and eighth grades. 

The growing use visual-education materials, the neces- 
for supplementary study materials, and the desirability 
exhibiting pupils’ work have made essential include 
practically every classroom bulletin board made cork 
linoleum. This usually placed the inside wall the 
room near the door and made from inches wide 
and inches high. 

Window Shades 

The sunlight breaking into classroom with unrestricted 
power must softened and diffused window shades. 
translucent shade which harmonizes with the classroom walls 
seems meet most school needs. Adjustable fixtures which 
complete the service window shades are now available. 
These can had cover the entire window one time, can 
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raised and lowered any point, can made cut 
off either half the window very readily. They are vast im- 
provement over the ordinary shade mounted the top the 
window. 

Wardrobes 

The school smell which was typical school buildings 
generation ago, was due quite much the hanging wet 
garments the classrooms was bad ventilation and 
insufficient cleaning. great step forward was taken when the 
practice was discontinued for both sanitary and educational 
reasons. now essential every well-planned school 
building that special facilities for storing the outer garments 
pupils provided. 

elementary schools least two methods storing cloth- 
ing have been considered acceptable. ventilated 
feet wide, fitted with two hook strips placed and 
feet above the floor and equipped with hooks staggered 
inches apart, common practice. Such cloakroom needs 
window equivalent size square foot glass area 
every feet floor area. not necessary that the wail 
dividing the cloakroom from the classroom extend the 
ing. 7-foot screen sometimes used with good effect. This 
screen may consist series storage cases for classroom 
supplies and textbooks. 

Ventilated wardrobes fitted with specially designed doors 
that are easy access and convenient for use have 
found economy first cost elementary schools. 
essential that they provided with positive exhaust 
ventilation. 

Ventilated lockers corridors are third means storing 
children’s clothes and materials elementary schools. 
robes have not been found satisfactory when they open into 
corridors. The single locker which may securely locked 
the only type wardrobe storage which safety and good 
school management will permit. 

Where school building cannot include special teachers’ 
room, teacher’s wardrobe case necessity each class- 
room. will insure privacy for the teacher’s effects.
